Th e plant food in m anure is v al­ 
uable in proportion to th e crop in­ 
creases it will produce. On some 
soils it may be w orth only 50 cents 
to one dollar a ton—barely enough 
to cov er th e ex pense of h auling and 
spreading on ^th e land; on oth er 
soils it m ay be w orth $2 to S3 per 
ton or. for v egetable crops, it may 
foe v alued a t § 4 to $5 per ton. In 
any case it is too v aluable to waste 
. 
h ere in Pickaw ay county wh ere it 
can be ex pected to return 8 5.00 
w orth of crop per ton of it applied. 
Th ere is no q uestion th at ma ny 
farm ers are w asting ma nure, th at 
Is, th ey are not getting v a lue re­ 
ceiv ed for all of th e plant food in 
it. Here is th e point; wh en eno ug h 
m anure is applied to add 
a ny con­ 
siderable am ount 
of pbosph c» ic 
acid to th e soil, th ere is certain 
to be a loss of soluble 
a mmo nia , 
th rough leach ing. For ex a mple, in 
order to add 40 pounds of ph os­ 
ph oric acid (eq uiv alent to tha t in 
200 pounds of 20 per 
cent super­ 
ph osph ate) 8 tons of ma nure must 
toe applied: In th is num ber of tons 
th ere are about 9G pounds of am ­ 
monia, some of wh ich will be lost 
from th e soil by leach ing before 
th e crop roots can take it up. 
To av oid much of th is loss and 
to m ake th e m anure go farth er, 
bolster it up in its weak spot by 
adding superph osph ate and th en 
m ake ligh ter applications but on 
m ore acres. “Stretch th e manure 
pile,” as one man said. A ton of 
m anure is eq uiv alent to 100 pounds 
of a 12-5-10 fertilizer wh ich any i 
one will recognize as an unusual 
and 
poorly 
balanced 
fertilizer 
analy sis. But, if y ou add 50 y ounds j 
of 16 per cent superph osph ate, or I 
4 0 pounds of 20 per cent super­ 
ph osph ate, to each ton of ma­ 
nure it will be eq uiv alent to 100 
pounds of 12-13-19 fertilizer, a 
m uch better m ix ture for most pur-» 
poses. Four tons of th is reinforced 
m anure will th en carry more ph os­ 
ph oric acid th an 10 tons of ordi­ 
n ary m anure. 
In addition to giv ing th e manure 
a better plant food balance, super­ 
ph osph ate (acid ph osph ate) is th e 
best preserv ativ e th at can be used 
in th e barn or m anure pile to pre­ 
v ent losses of nitrogen th rough vo- 
latization.

In J 
any case it is too valuable to waste I 
here in Pickaway county where it j 
can be expected to return $5.601 
worth of crop per ton of it applied. 
There is no question that many 
iarmers are wasting manure, that ■ 
is, they are not getting value re­ 
ceived for all of the plant food in 
it. Here is the point; when enough Ij 
manure is applied to add any con-, ? 
widerable amount of phosphoric 
acid to the soil, there is certain 
to be a loss of soluble ammonia, 
through leaching. For example, in 
order to add 40 pounds of phos­ 
phoric acid (equivalent to that in 
200 pounds of 20 per cent super­ 
phosphate) 8 tons of manure must 
be applied: In this number of tons 
there are about 96 pounds of am­ 
monia, some of which will be lost I 
from the soil by leaching before 
the crop roots can take it up. 
To avoid much of this loss and 
lo make the manure go farther, I 
bolster it up in its weak spot by j 
adding superphosphate and then J 
make lighter applications but on j 
more acres.

Young Folks* Problems. 
Criticizing the young folks is a favorite occupa­ 
tion of the older people now, here in Circleville and 
everywhere else. Much of the time there is reason 
for it, for many of them are doing extravagant 
and flighty things. Still, these young folks are hon­ 
estly groping for the solutions of many problems 
that weigh on them. They may xook frivolous, but 
they have much on their minds. 
The superintendent of schools at Perry, New York, 
circulated a questionnaire among his pupils, and 
among the questions asked was this: “Which is the 
biggest problem you are facing now?” The answers 
to these questions throw light on young folks’ prob­ 
lems everywhere. 
Seventeen different problems were named by these 
students. Among them were such as “getting 
through school and graduation,” “finances,” “wheth­ 
er or not to quit school,” making an athletic team,” 
“how to get through college,” “finding remuner­ 
ative employment,” “what to do after graduation,” 
“my future.” 
Now these are serious problems and young heads 
are doing earnest thinking on them. The demand on 
them to make good in life is strenuous now. They 
get the idea that they simply have to make what 
the world considers successes in life, and the more 
thoughtful ones probably do a great deal of worry­ 
ing about them. 
Perhaps some of the extravagances which young 
people resort to, are of the nature of a reaction from 
the intensity of their lives. They have to study fairly 
hard to get through school or college, 
then they 
throw themselves into all their activties with an 
ardor that is often overdone. 
It will pay them to seek the counsel of older heads, 
Y/ho have seen life from all sides. They will counsel 
them not to try to pluck life’s fruits before they are 
ripe. Their parents and teachers are their best ad­ 
visers, and if they take their counsel, they will not 
fail to meet their problems.

The Live Town. 
Some communities have a reputation far and wide 
as “live” towns. Something is always doing there 
And some places are commonly regarded as sleepy 
and dull places, and you almost never know of any 
thing going on there. What constitutes the differ­ 
ence? 
Even in the sleepy place, people have to do their 
daily work and they may work harder than they do 
in the live place. Their places of business may keep 
open longer hours, But they work along in the same 
rut year after year. If they have always had some 
unfavorable conditions, they are apt to regard the 
same as permanently necessary. They are slow to 
take up new ideas. 
But in the live town, they are constantly moving 
to keep up with the times. 
If they discover that 
some of their school buildings are behind the times, 
they modernize or replace them. If they see the 
towns around adding parks and playgrounds, they 
provide the same for their own people. If they find 
the cities in their state having lectures and concerts 
and clubs, they try out the same thing themselves. 
Their idea is to give their people the advantages 
they can expect elsewhere so far as that is human­ 
ly possible. 
Improvements are always going ahead there. Bus­ 
iness men are always putting up better buildings, or 
fixing up their old ones. Ugly things and eyesores 
are removed. The citizens are constantly improving 
their homes, and whenever there is any 
shortage 
of dwellings, someone comes forward with the cap­ 
ital to build some more. 
Something doing all the time. That is the kind of 
thing we want in Circleville. We have had much of 
it in the past, and if we can maintain this spirit of 
giving our people the advantages they can fairly 
expect in a community of offs size, we shall be 
abundantly repaid for our effort.

They Agree to Arbitrate. 
A tentative agreement has been reached between 
the United States and French governments for the 
renewal of the Root arbitration treaty which is soon 
to terminate. The new agreement, like the old one, 
makes important exception, so it might not abso­ 
lutely prevent war in case trouble broke out between 
the two countries. 
The nations come out worse when they fight than 
when they settle things peacefully, but they still 
like to think they have that privilege. Some day 
they wil discover that the privilege, like that of lick­ 
ing your neighbors, costs more than it is worth.

Guernsey Owned By Cleveland 


Bank President Produces 


21,9 67.6 Pounds in Year 


An Ohio Guernsey cow has been 
sm ashing records and winning a 
place in the honor rolls of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, by 
producing 21,9 67.6 pounds of milk 
and 873.3 pounds of butterfat in a 
year. The cow, Pet of La Grange 
2d 484* o, is owmed by H. V. Shult- 
ers, Mentor, who is president of 
the National City Bank of Cleve­ 
land. The cow is 13 years old. 
According to the officials of the 
national Guernsey club, “this is the 
highest record ever made by a 
Guernsey cow over 11 years old; 
her milk production is the highest 
of any living Guernsey, regardless 
of age. and the second highest ever 
made in the Guernsey breed.” 
"P et” produced more than a ton 
of milk in each of four different 
months, and during the last month 
of the test she averaged 45 pounds 
of milk a day. Her average pro­ 
duction for the entire year was 60 
pounds of milk daily. 
Nine years ago she made a rec­ 
ord of 11,637.1 pounds of milk and 
489 .5 pounds of butterfat under or­ 
dinary farm conditions. 
The cow' w’as milked three times 
a day during the test, 
and was 
milked by four regular milkers, ac­ 
cording to her ow'ner.

Guernsey Owned By Cleveland 
Bank President Produces 
21,967.6 Pounds in Year 


An Ohio Guernsey cow has been 
smashing records and winning a 
place in the honor rolls of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, by 
producing 21,967.6 pounds of milk 
and 873.3 pounds of butterfat in a 
year. The cow, P et of La Grange 
2d 484w, is owned by H. V. Simm­ 
ers, Mentor, who is president of 
the National City Bank of Cleve­ 
land. The cow is 13 years old. 
According to the officials of the 
national Guernsey club, “this is the 
highest record ever made by a 
Guernsey cow over l l years old; 
her milk production is the highest 
of any living Guernsey, regardless 
of age, and the second highest ever- 
made in the Guernsey breed.” 
"Pet” produced more than a ton 
of milk in each of four different 
months, and during the last month 
of the test she averaged 45 pounds 
of milk a day. Her average pro­ 
duction for the entire year was 60 
pounds of milk daily. 
Nine years ago she made a rec­ 
ord of 11,937.1 pounds of milk and 
489.5 pounds of butterfat under or­ 
dinary farm conditions. 
The cow was milked three times 
a day during the test, 
and was 
milked by four regular milkers, ac­ 
cording to her owner.
